Applicant proposed to amend independent Claim 12 to incorporate the subject matter of dependent Claims 13-14, 
in addition with either Claim 15 or 17, because Applicant considers the combination of Claims 12-14 and either 15 and 
17 as not being suggested at least by the prior art to Marzec and Scalza. 

Independent Claims 19 and 25, at present, were broadly interpreted, whereby the prior art remains commensurate 
to the scope of the claims. Applicant proposed to further amend Claims 19 and 25 to incorporate structure for the 
decorative element, and/or limitations that Applicant believes read over the prior art.
